Report of the School Committee. 


nn 


During the past year, the school districts in town have been 
re-numbered by the Selectmen, beginning at the south west cor- 
ner and following the ranges of the districts from West to East, 
from East to West, and from West to East again. The brief 
name of each district, as given by the Selectmen, appears after 
its number in this report. Also, in the Tabular Statement, the 
old numbers are appended to the new, asa matter of conven- 
ience. 

Your Committee arranged that the examination of teachers, 
and the ordinary visits of schools should devolve upon the chair- 
man. In only two instances have the services of the other two 
been required for mutual advice in matters of dicipline. In 
these cases we were called upon to pass judgement on the rules 
established by teachers or make new ones. It may be well for 
future committees to remember that this latter is legally their 
duty, and if they sometimes exercise their prerogative in advance, 
it may be of assistance to teachers, and promote the welfare of 
the schools. 

Good order and studious habits have characterized the great 
majority of our pupils the past year. 

In the fundamental branches of Reading, Spelling, and Pen- 
manship, there has been unusual interest, with corresponding 
improvement in most of the schools. The wish having been 
generally expressed, that a change of reading books should be 
made, Willson’s series of Readers and Spellers, after long and 
careful deliberation, was decided upon as most desirable by the 
_last year’s committee. It has been the somewhat onerous task 
of the present year, to introduce these books. 

The terms were more favorable than those afterwards obtained 
by the town of Tilton for the same books, only a small difference 
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being charged between the o/d, whatever their condition, and 
the new. These books, while teaching the pupils to read, also 
acquaint their minds with each of the leading sciences in a famil- 
iar and attractive way.. Their full value will not be enjoyed in 
our schools till the youngest pupils, in coming years, shall have 
progressed in order from the lowest to the highest of the series ; 
while those who now possess the 4th and 5th readers, have in 
them such repositories of useful knowledge, for young and old in 
the family, as will many times compensate for all the books have 
cost. 


In the new spellers the custom of spelling by clauses or phra- 
ses, as our pupils will be called to do in practical life, is a happy 
innovation. 


The common complaint that ‘writing is neglected,” we think 
can no longer apply to most of our schools. UHarper’s writing 
books have been recommended, (not introduced,) and largely 
used ; several features of which series facilitate young beginners 
and encourage older pupils in the art of writing. Your com- 
mittee have also sought to stimulate an interest in this branch 
by the use of specimen copies at the beginning and close of each 
term, and by reporting to the school the names of those sup- 
posed to have made the greatest improvement and to have kept 
the neatest copy books. 


The highly appropriate and salutary custom long followed by 
one of our best teachers, of having verses of Scripture recited 
each day by the whole or a portion of the school, besides the 
daily reading, has been strongly recommended, and adopted, we 
believe, by every school in town. 


While the place of the Bible in common schools is being 
so strongly contested by the combined influence of infidels 
and papists in other parts of the land, it becomes our New Eng- 
land communities to cling with greater tenacity to the Oracles 
of Divine truth, and to encourage their study and use in our 
schools, as the chief foundation of that ‘‘sound morality,” and 
those ‘‘ principles of piety and justice,” which the laws of our 
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State make it ‘“‘the duty of all persons entrusted with or engaged 
in the instruction of the young diligently to impress upon their 
minds.” 

Two valuable school houses have either been erected or com- 
pleted in town the past year, Nos. 12 and 13. It is hoped that 
others will soon be added. There should be an earnest and united 
effort on the part-of texchers, scholars, Prud’1 Committees and 
citizens generally, to keep these new houses, and all others, as 
long as possible in a neat and unimpaired condition. Complaint 
has been made that the best teachers, in other respects, fail to 
meet their responsibility in this matter. It is also said that a 
single school meeting in one instance the past year, has dam- 
aged a new school house more than a whole term of school. 
The school room should not be treated like a town hall! 


Teachers. 


In districts numbers 2, 5, 9, 11, 12, and 138, old and well tried 
teachers in our town, have been employed, fully sustaining their 
past reputations and even adding to their laurels. In the other 
districts younger teachers, or those previously untried by us, 
have labored earnestly, and almost without exception, success- 
fully ; while we are pleased to add that two or three, lately, 
children of our communities have made very promising begin- 
ings in the work of instruction. ‘To these general remarks upon 
the school houses and teachers we subjoin brief suggestive notes 
upon the condition and appearance of our several 


Schools. 


District No. 1. 


‘*Calef Hill.” Daniel S. Clay, Prudential Committee. Two 
first terms, ending October 7, and taught by Miss Lucy J. Eme- 
ry, of Andover, are registered as one in the Tabular Statement. 
The pupils displayed their usual aptness and proficiency of 
scholarship, with perhaps a little less of interest or enthusiasm 
than on some previous occasions. Answers, in some cases, less 
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audible and more rapid than seemed desirable. The other term 
was taught by Miss Emma L. Garvin, of Tilton. Three of the 
pupils reported ‘‘ not to have failed in a single recitation” dur- 
ing the term. Well directed energy displayed by both teacher 
and taught. Good order, in.doors and out. Excellent readers, 
especially among the lads. : 


District No. 2. 


“Square.” J. M. Blaisdell, Prudentia! Committee. First 
term taught by Miss Georgie B. Perley. Instruction happily 
adapted to the different ages of the scholars, with special at- 
tention to vocalizing and elocution, which greatly improved the 
appearance of the pupils, and enabled them to be heard with 
unusual distinctness at the closing examination. Winter term 
taught, as last year, by Miss Sarah P. Comerford. We were 
called to assist the teacher in the enforcement of one of her reg- 
ulations which ‘‘ forbade her scholars being late in the afternoon 
by going to the Post Office.” This rule and the reasons for it 
appeared so justifiable in the premises, that we felt it our duty 
most decidedly to re-affirm it for the rest of the term; at the 
same time, conceding to parents and guardians, the privilege of 
sending their children to the office at intermission on special oc- 
casions, when the concurrent permission of the teacher should 
also have been obtained. The good order of the school, and 
the gentlemanly bearing of the older boys at final examination, 
were highly gratifying. The largest, and in many respects the 
best reading class in town; with other evidences of marked im- 
provement. ; : 


Districr No. 3. 


‘‘Hunkins.” H. Weston, Prudential Committee. Miss Ella 
Woodman, Teacher. Two terms in the Fall, with a short vaca- 
tion between. Progress of the school, from first to last, was 
very apparent. Writing specimens among the most ‘‘improved” 
in town. In arithmetic, some of the pupils acquitted themselves 
nobly. F 
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
